Of all the iiidustrini iiitere«ta pertaining 
to this province that of agriculture is 

paratnount, and yet during tlio twenty- 
livo ye;ir.s of its existence famiint; hus 
occupied hut :i secDndnry piiaitioii. lu 
the early divys cf British Oohmibin uiul 
Vancouver lalaud iiinny things conibiuod 
to prevent .people from pro-orapting or 
purchasing land. The gold miuing mania 
more or less" infected everyone that came 
to the country, niul until Fraaer river, 
Cariboo, Kootenay, Hig Bond, Onimeca 
or Cabsiar liad been iriod nothing olae re- 
ceived uiucli conaidaration. After a term 
at the mines, in a largo majority of cases 
with inditlerout success, stock raising and 
farming on ^ small scale were entered into 
east of the Cnioades, a few adventurous 
Hettlera pro-ompted in Ohilliwhack, Su- 
maa and the south acui of the Fraaor; and 
on the laland the 8aanich peninsula waa 
partially uettled, a choice locution lioro 
and there in Cowichan, Salt Spring and 
.Nanaimo diatricta waa occupied, and the 
beautiful pntirio lutid of Ccmoz waa, to 
some extent, tilled up. In a few years 
agricultural aasociations were formed in 
some of tho.se diatricta which are still 
continued, and an attempt waa made to 
establish another association in tliis city, 
but after a atniggle of a few yours it died 
a natural death. About a year and a half 
ago a now doparture Was taken in the 
direction of an aiiiiual Provincial Agri- 
cultural Fair on an itinerant basis, and in 
view iif this ai-ningouient ne.\t season's 
show will bu held at New Westminster. 
Tho importance and advantages of such 
gatherings cannot, bo overrated. In other 
countries nothing has done so much to 
popularize farihin^ and stock raising as 
the.se annual' meetings. Improved breeds 
uf rftock, improved methods of husbandry 
and iiuprovud implements are chiefly al- 
tributalde to the vii,'or and entluiainsin 
with which compotitivo shows have boon 
and are conducted. Tho success, thero- 
foro, of tho forthcoming show in New 
NVeatminster will bo largely measured by 
• tho amount of energy displayed by thoso 
till whom tliu roHjjonsibility will rost of 
making necessary arrangements. A strong 
and active coimnittee of managument 
should be immediately appointed, the time 
for the shovf fixed, a prize list compiled 
and nunieroua other preliminaries disposed 
of. While this committee may reasona- 
bly expect that the public of Victoria and 
the fanuora all along tho coast from Sooke 
to Oomo.x. will take an interest in this 
show by contributing money and exhibits, 
yet llio lion's share of tho work and tiio 
supply of exhibits must devolve upon tho 
busmesa men of the Royal City and the 
farmers of tho surrounding district. All 
the settlors in that important agricultural 
section of the province should tako the 
matter in hand before tho spring opens, 
and make preparations for the Autumn 
show. Everyone can contribute more or 
loss. Grain, roots and stock can be raised 
and fed during tho season with a view to 
competing at tho fair; nor should dairy 
products, tlie garden or the orchard bu 
overlooked or nogli r:' >1. If the farmers 
from Ohilliwhack to tho mouth of tho 
river could bo induced to take an active 
interest in il.io ..,„(»„,• the/''"- ,'' 
will be largely in advance of any that tias 
preceded it. But when to thoae local ef- 
forts are added all that Vancouver Island 
and tho Interior can and should do, Brit- 
ish Cohiinbia will have such an exhibition 
as will coa;paru favorably \vith thoso hold 
in tho bister provinces oast of tho Rocky 
Mountains. Facilities for reaching Now 
Weaiminator will bo of the best descrip- 
tion. That city will bo aa easy of access 
to tho east coast districts as Victoria; and 
tho farmora and munufacturera in this vi- 
cinity will cheerfully contribute their 
quota to the general oihibition. It ia to 
bo hoped that jarring interests and sec- 
tional differences will be laid aside or 
buried for ever, and that Island and main- 
land will vie with each other in making 
tho New Westminster fair an unqualified 
success. All tho required eloinonta are 
available, nothing is wanting but unanim- 
ity of purpose and a desire to excel 
among those particularly interested and 
who will benefit largely by such an organ- 
ization. But the boncfita accruing from 
those shows are not confined to individuals 
nor to tho present needa of tho province. 
Such a show aa can and ought to bo con- 
vened in September or early in October 
next will bo of great advantage abroad in 
inducing a most desirable class of immi- 
grants to settle in this province. With 
tho railroad oinhargo lifted and imniigrii- 
tion fostered by Ijoth Dominion and local 
governments there is no reason why a new 
and proi<|)erous agricultural era should 
not bo inaugurated in the near future. 
In (he meanwhile those annual shown will 
act and I'oiict benfjncially for the provinre 
and the time will toon arrive when, in- 
stead of importnig three- fuurtlm oi our 
farm produce, aa at proaont, our p^iuple 
will not only bo aupplied but a largo mar- 
gin loft over for profitable export. It re- 
mains, therefore, for the promoters of this 
year's allow to aid this good work 
}iy every means in their |iowor, or by 
lukewurniiiebs and ap;itliy to convey an 
impression aliroad tliat tliia province is 
not a desirable one for fanners and farm 
laboreitj to carve out homos for themselve.s 
and their fiiiniliea. Tho very rovarso, 
however, is tho case. With a delightful 
climate a fertile soil, immunso resources 
that are aure to attrai:t and sup|iort a 
populat i.iii, and a niu.st advantageous geo- 
graphical poi^ition, it ia certain that a 
more desir.iblo field of operations for ag- 
riculturalists can scarcely be selected.

To ob- 
viate this undesirable condition of things 
it is i>ropused to convert tho present res- 
ervoir into additional filter bods so that 
one can be spared and thus alternately all 
can bo cleansed without allowing un- 
filtored water to enter the main. A new 
receiver will be recommended to be made 
outside the present one, and when this 
addition is carried out the quality of the 
water supply will be inatorially improved. 

Kvery thing in and about tho works 
was fuiind to be in a satisfactory con- 
dition, and after tho inspection was over 
tho committee adjourned to the Half Way 
House where lunch was provided in Mrs.

Tho London 7'i)iies, speaking of the pro- 
jected new Boman Catholic cathedral, 
says: At length it would seem that there 
is some prospect of the erection of this 
loiig-contomplatod edifice — one on which 
Cardinal Wiseman set his heart — being 
realized under his successor, Cardinal 
Manning. It is only just and right, how- 
ever, to say that when urged, on his ac- 
cession, to take stops for inaugurating 
such a work, Cardinal Manning steadily 
refused to do so, siiying that he would bo 
ciinleiit without a sumptuous edifice of 
the kind as long as there was a want of 
schools to receive the little ones of his 
iiuek. Even this result he has not yet 
beheld, though year by year he is able to 
boast that iie has done something tow- 
ards overtaking tho deficiency. Somo 
oi.v or eight years ago, however, tho site 
for tho intended cathedral— about two 
acres atid a-half — between Vauxhall 
bridgo-road and Victoria street, wa« pur- 
chased with a view of future building 
operations; and J\Ir. Henry Clutton was 
even commissioned to make a design for 
thu cathedral, which was jiliotograplied, 
and described at the time in the Times. 
But within tho last few months a further 
stop has boon taken in tho matter. .Sir 
Tatton Sykea, of Sledmore, has notified 
to Cardinal Manning his desiro to mark 
his reception into the church by the spon- 
taneous oiler to build the now Westniin- 
atur catliodral at his own cost; and it ia 
understood that hi! hits chosen as his 
model the votivo church of St. Savior at 
Vienna, which has been erected recently 
to commemorate the escape of thei em- 
peror of Austria from an asaa.ssin's hands. 

The London (llvbc. has been looking in- 
to the present coiiditi.in of religion and 
education in Ireland. It finds that there 
are practically four great religious bodies 
in the country — tho Rmiian Catholic, tho 
Protestant Episcopal, tho Presbyterian, 
and the Methodist churches. The Ro- 
man Cat!iolic church is still, aa it always 
has been, tho dominant religious com- 
munity in Irel.ind. Its mombors num- 
bered, according to last year's census, 
3,9G0,S91, or 70.54 per cent, of the whole 
population. Protestant Episcopalians 
iiumberod ("139,574, or 12. 30 por cent.; 
Pruiibyterians, 470,734, or 9. 10 percent.; 
and Mulhudiats, 48,839,oralittlo lessthan 
1 per cent. The proportion of Roman 
Catlmlics to the population has doclinod 
since 1801 more than 1 percent.; and 
still shows a slight tendency to decline. 
Tho proportion of Episcopalians shows a 
progressive but very small tendency to 
rise, and tho same may bo said of the 
.Mitlhodists. 'I'he proportion of Presby- 
terians to tho [lopulation is a little smaller 
Ihaii in 1S71, but larger than in 18C1. 
The decline in the Roman Catholic popu- 
lation is believed by the census comniia- 
sionors to be due entirely to emigration.
